THE CAUSES OF DISCONTENT. 

The theory that the ]>re9euL extraordinary 
prevalence of industrial unrest and discontent 
in Great Britain is due chiefly to the increase 
in t bp .cost of living^ is partly confirmed and 
|NirUy discredited by the record. It is an* 
donbtedly tree that the cost of living has in* 
ereaied. 8o has the average of wages. But 
the former increase has been mucli greater 
tliRii the latter. Mr. Ascjuith the other day 
jimdft this fact clear. If the yuar l!>00 lie 
tak<'ii an the standard, an it may fairly Ite, and 
the cost of food and ilriiik aud the nverajjje of 
wages in that year he set down a? 100, tlie 
cost of food and drink in 1911 was 11 1.0 aud 
the average of wages was 100.3. The former 
had risen ll.G and the latter only .8 per cent. 
That differences has doubtless been keenly 
feU in a country where the margin of earnings 
above.the cost of necessaries of life is always 
narrow. 

"If however, lakiiig a .somewhat more *!X- 
tended view, we retain VMM the sfaiulard 
year aud turn h.-u k to IbSi', we liud that tlien 
tb^ cost of living was as high as 14-'. J, while 
wages wfro only 80.8. That is to say, the 
^costrof living. waH then 30.5 points higher than 
last year, and the average of wages was 14..'> 
points lower than last year. It is impossible 
to esoape the conclusion, therefore, that the 
eondition of workingmen was considerably 
worse then than it is now. Moreover, those 
conditions were not confined to that single 
year. From 1879 tj lsi».'{ the cost of living 
;#nly (^noe fell Itelow 1 (»'.». while only twice did 
* e avjorage of wages rise above ;•(), and most 
)t the time it was holow ^85. Surely, discou- 
I should have been more marked and gen- 
1 then than n>>w, if the contrast between 
eost of living and rate of wages hud been its 
chief canse. 

It will pro|/ably be jadicions to ascribe the 
the onrest and discontent 4o Great Britain and 
mlso elsewhere, even here, partly to that cause 
but also to various others, of widely differing 
ftiatures. in more thiiii one country political 
agitation and the formation of lahoi parties 
. must bo hold largely respousiMe. Thus in 
/Great Britain and Franco e.xtensive strikes 
Ihave'been fomented for the expressed purpose 
I J of demoralising the fanetions qf government 
f ^ and of forcing government itself into complete 

I sabservieoce to trade ooion dictation. Snob

}S '.movements generally spring, not from distress, 
but from prosperity amon^; the workingmen. 
The discontent mast be reckoned as not alone 
economic, bat also political, and in the latter 
aspect it will eommand far less sympathy than 
Io the former. — New York Tiibune.

WILSON iMO THE WASE EARNER. 

What can the American workingmen expect 
of Woodrow Wilson? That is the qoeatioo 
that every wage-earner most put to himself 

before he casts his Itallot. 

Prof, Wilson stamls in all of liis wiitings 
aud utteranccM as a sugar ( o.-iled fretvtratler, 
and has repeatedly declared that wages shtmld 
be established in competition, not only iu 
America, but with the world. 

He is opposed to a protective tariff and to 
the maintenance of the American standard of 
wages. 

The following is taken from the testimony 
by Prof. Wilson before the tariff board of 

]ss'2, showing his views upon the policy of 
protecting the American jvage-earner from 
competition with the proilucts of pauperised 
luiropean and t'hinese labor: 

"Hy Coiumissioner Garland. 

"Q. Are you advocating the rei)eal of all 
tariff Uws? 

"A. Of all protective tariff laws; of estab- 
lishing a tariff for revenue merely. It seems 
to me very absurd to maintain that we shall 
have free'trade between different portions of 
this country and at the same time shut our- 
selves out from free eommiinioation with other 
protlueing countries (»f the woiKI. If it is 
necessary ti» impose restrictivt; duties «tn 
goods brought from abroid, it would seem to 
ino as a matter of logic, necessary to impose 
simihu* restrictions on goods taken from one 
state of this union to another. That follows 
as a neoessary consec|oence; there is no escape 
from it." 

The attitude of Prof. Wilson toward the 
wage-earner is further emphasized in his bac' 
calaureate sermon delivered at Princeton uni- 
versity on .June ];ilh, 1 !>()!»: 

"Laboi is standardized by the trades union, 
and this is the standard to which it is m ide to 
conform; No one is suifeied to du luoiu than 
the average workman can do. In spme trades 
and handicrafts no one is suffered to do more 
than the least skillful of his fellows can do 
within the hours alloted to a day's labor and 
no one may work ont ot boars at all or volan 
teer anything beyond the the minimum. I 
need not point out bow economically disas' 
trods such a regulation of labor is. It is so 
unprofitable to the employer that in some 
trades it will presently not t)e w»)rlh his while 
to attempt anything at all. lit; had butter 
stop altogether than operate at an inevitable 
and invariable loss. The labor of America is 
rapidly becoming more unprofitable under its 
prcient r^ekUipa by lbose*wbo have deter- 
mined to redooe it to a minimum. Onr econ- 
omic supremacy may be lost becaose the 
countiy grows more and mora full ot nhprofit- 
table servants." 

Does the American wage-earner want to 
elect to the presidency a man who would re- 
duce their pay envelope to the European and 
Ashtio standard il — Commercial Tribaoe.
